Mascellancous Items. 


Mr. Jefferson Davis spoke at the 
Callaway county (Missouri) Fair, 
held at Fulton Saturday, to a very 
large crowd gathered from all sections 
of that portion of the State.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


A Covil Rights Decision in Brooklyn. 


BROOKLYN, Sep. 13.—Judge Gil- 
bert of the Supreme Court of Brook- 
lyn, to-day rendered a decision in a 
civil rights case, wherein Wm. F. 
Johnson, a colored man, sought to 
compel the principal of a public 
school to admit his son thereto in- 
stead of sending him to the school 
provided for colored children. The 
court holds that common schools are 
public charity, that the benefits con- 
ferred by them area free gift from the 
State, and like every other donor, 
the State may prescribe in what man- 
ner and upon what terms and condis 
tions the gift may be enjoyed. In 
conclusion, Judge Gilbert says, that 
the statute, by guaranteeing equal 
privileges does not confer the right to 
enjoy them in common with any 
class of persons or in any particular 
school, and that nothing has been 
shown from which it can be inferred 
that the relator has been deprived of 
equality of privilege to which he is 
entitled. The motion for mandamus 
was denied. 

A Cabinet Meeting on Mississippi 

Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 13.—It is prob- 
able that the President will return to 
Washington to-morrow or next day 
when a Cabinet meeting will be held 
to considerthe Mississippi troubles 
and determine what action shall be 
taken on the demand of Gov. Ames 
for Federal interference. Attorney 
General Pierrepont this morning 
telegraphed tothe U.S. Attorney at 
Jackson, Miss., to inform him with- 
out delay of the present codition of 
affairs in that part of the State. He 
also telegraphed to Gov. Ames that 
he had forwarded to the President at 
Long Branch by special messenger 
allthe telegrams in regard to the 
troubles. 


The Fiag-Ship Tennessee’ Passes 
Through the Suez Canal, — 


WASHINGTON, Sep, 13.—Admiral 
Reynolds announces that his flag. 
shi» Tennessee passed through the 
Suez Canal without the least obstruce 
tion.
